We are pleased to state this keeps us in the 
running and enables us to continue the introduction of 
high quality originations. As we devote our entire time to 


this work, a living has to fit in somewhere. 


We could tell you better what kind of a planting and 
growing season we had in 1947 if we dared use that kind of 
language, but putting it in a mild form, it was exceptional- 
ly damp here until July Ist, then the green light for a little 
planting weather. Sure, we had too much damp all summer 
for which we are not griping as all bulblet plantings ger- 
minated strong and had it not been for an overdose of 
grasshoppers and rabbits keeping their lawnmowers work- 
ing overtime, we would have a nice stock of all varieties we 
are listing. As it is, the above mentioned pests kept work- 
ing on our bulblet stock to such an extent that very little 


of it was worth digging. 


‘The late season again prevented us from planting enough 
stock of several varieties to allow listing this year. Bloom 
was all late and while we attended six shows we had bloom 
for two tail-enders in September, at which our winnings 
ran very high in blues and specials, with four champion 


and sectional champions. 


1948 releases, (OUR THREE AMERICAN INDIANS’, 
Choctaw, Cheyenne and Pocahontas are very worthwhile 
introductions that are pertectly capable of winning in their 
color sections at any show. Doubt if we will have enough 
stock to go around, which will also apply to “OUR THREE 
DUSKY MAIDENS”, 1947 releases, Mexicali Rose, 
South Seas and Hula Hula. From reports received, our 
1947 releases performed well and were well liked by our 
customers and we are sure our 1948’ers will duplicate or 


better. 


We grow only our own originations and never have 
enough, so please do not write us asking for varieties not 
listed here.

TREASURY GOLD X JANET 


(Bloomed in 85 days in 1947)...Sdlg., No. OK-293...Very 
beautiful shade of light chocolate with light overcast of 
orange. R.O. blotch. Well open, not hooded. Shows in 
the 490 A.O.C. class and if well grown will run over the 5% 
in., floret. Formal type, 10 open, 22 to 24 buds, straight 
ramrod stem, very strong attachment, excellent placement 
on large majority of spikes, 60 in., overall, 28 in. head, blts. 
near 100% germination. At last fall digging we dug 10 
large bulbs carefully and they averaged 96 bulblets each. 


GET THIS----Last spring the bulblets of Choctaw-- 
planted late--had little sprouts showing through the hulls 
in dry bags in our bulb house. We have spoken of this to a 
number of our older growers, none of whom have ever ex- 
perienced or heard of such blt. performance. 


Choctaw has been shown only four times, for all blue 
ribbons. Ohio State Sdlg. & R.I. show, first. Chagrin Falls, 
first. East Liverpool, first and sect. champion 1946. 
East Liverpool, first 1947. At Chagrin Falls and East 
Liverpool competing with open class.

9 to 10 open, 
20 buds with good stretch of flowerhead and ample cut 
stem, overall height 60 inches. Good blt. production of very 
high percentage germination. This one should please all.

PuRPLE SUPREME X MALAY CHIEF 


(85. days in 1947)...Sdlg. M-183. Like Purple Supreme in 
type, markings, reproduction and all except color which is a 
beautiful shade of old rose. Not quite as long cut stem as 
P. Supreme but ample. P. Supreme carries an excess of cut 
stem. Many who have seen Pocahontas like it much better 
than P. Supreme and we are sure it will be a better com- 
mercial and that’s saying a lot. If it wins just one-half the 
amount of blue ribbons that P. Supreme has it will still be 
a wonder and from our careful check on it the past few 
years we have no hesitancy in placing it ahead of Purple 
Supreme. 5) inch floret--showing in 400 class--8 to 10 
open, 6 in color, 21 buds, 26 inch head, 62 inches overall, 
formal type, healthy upright dark green foliage.
